BU was not, however, until the Autumn of 1885 that 
airs. “Piper came under the attention of a well-known psy- 
dholugist, Professor James, of Harvard, who commenced 
study of her powers. Owing to the increasing calls on 
li¥attention in other directions Prof. James had soon, how- 
ever, to relinquish much of his association with Mrs. Piper, 
aid it was then that Richard Hodgson. L.L.D., became 
rested in the phenomena which the medium was pro- 
‘ducing. Dr. Hodgson, we have ample reason to believe, 
nertook his investigations with a decided belief that, if the 
plisnomena produced by Mrs. Piper were not fraudulent, 
i theh: they had a very natural origin. Dr. Hodgson, how- 
‘yer, was not destined to hold this theory long, for, in con- 
sequence of the strict and very frequently severe tests to 
Which he subjected Mrs. Piper. he had eventually to declare 
that the only hypothesis which could be assumed in keeping 
With the facts was that of the Spiritualist. 
~ We have, however, to remember that at the time when 

Piper ‘was being tested Spiritualism had been rather 
débasea by the open exploitation of some fearless rogues 
andcharlatans. It is therefore’ easily ‘understood that Dr < 
Hodgson deemed it necessary at one period of his investiga-

No material explanation could account for the phenomena. 
not the only tests which the investigators 
read that during trance Prof. James found 
Mrs. Piper’s lips and tongue insensible to pain. “Pinching”’ 
and incising experiments were sometimes employed, and 
on oceasion Dr. Hodgson suddenly placed a lighted 
match against the medium’s forearm. The trance was 
undoubtedly genuine, and there is littl: wonder that TWodg- 
son, Lodge and Myers were all later converted to the Spirit- 
ualists’ explanation of the phenomena. 

Alta L. Piper has presented us with a remarkable psy- 
chical record. We are given a clear insight of the life of its , 
central character, of her examination by the Socicty for 
Psychical Research, and of the wonderful phases of medium- 
ship she so evidentially demonstrated. All the time Mis. 
Piper bore her sufferings brayvely—indeed, the debt whieh 5 
psychic science owes her may never be repaid. A se 
We feel bound to agree, on the whole, with Sir Oliver 
Lodge, who, in the concluding paragraph of a valuable fore- 
woerd to the book, says: “A better day is dawning, though 
progress is slow.

Tire transition of*Mr. T. P. O'Connor, the famous Irish È 
journalist and Member of Parliament, recalls an interesting- 
story of psychic interest which concerned *“ T.P.” at an = 
early stage of his wonderful career. +: 
On Wednesday, April 27th, 1897, Mr. O’Connor was, 
apprised of the serious illness of bis father, who then resided, 
in Athlone, Ireland, and on the following day left at an 
early hour to make a speedy visit to his father’s home. At | 
Holyhead a telegram was placed in his hands stating that’ 
his father had died early that morning. On the same after- 
noon the Chancellor of the Exchequer introduced his Budget, ` 
and Sir William Harcourt, who followed the Chancellor, © 
made a vigorous attack on the policy of the South African:-
